The 
northerners dominated the fed­ 
eral government in Lagos, and 
Ojuk wu contended that they 
would wipe out the Ihos.

square miles and 14 million peo­ 
ple. The territory now has been 
reduced 
to less than 
1,500 
square miles and the population 
is down to three or four million, 
with an estimated two million 
dead from starvation or the 
fighting. 
At the Vatican, Pope Paul ex­ 
pressed alarm that the fighting 
in Biafra could lead to massa­ 
cres and genocide. "There are 
those who actually fear a k ind 
of genocide,” the Pope told the 
Sunday crowd in St. Peter's 
Square. "The moment is grave 
and violence can mak e men 
blind."

back s. It started with police 
who were called to a blood­ 
stained house opening an inves­ 
tigation on the presumption that 
the woman of the house had 
been k illed 
The detective conveniently 
found some concealed photo­ 
graphs of the woman. As he 
pick ed up the men in the pic­ 
tures for questioning, they were 
involved in the flashback s that 
introduced the unhappy, un­ 
faithful wife who was missing 
It was fairly spirited enter­ 
tainment even though it did 
ramble along for much too long 
and u.sed every cliche of the po­ 
lice-action story. The surprise 
ending was pretty well tele­ 
graphed in advance 
Christopher George, once of 
"Rat Patrol. ” was the intense 
young police lieutenant. Janet 
Leigh was the neurotic man- 
chasing wife. They were sur­ 
rounded by a big and capable 
cast including Keenan Wynn as 
a cheating husband, and Julie 
Flarris. largely wasted as the 
woman’s sister-in-law. 
"Sole Survivor" on CBS F^ri- 
day night had a difficult pre­ 
mise to carry off convincingly, 
but did pretty well in holding 
one's interest.

What IS man’s natural life span? 
'Hie queston is as old as man himself, or 
at least his study of himself. But until fairly 
recently, it has been largely academic (or 
theological, 
considering 
the 
Bible's 
threescore and 
ten. 
with 
Methusaleh 
apparently 
some sort 
of 
rule-proving 
exception». 
In recent decades, however, medicine's 
rapid advances in removing or minimizing 
major causes of early deaths have given the 
question newly practical significance. 
At the beginning of man's remorded 
history, the average life span was probably 
something like 18 years. By 1900. it had 
doubled and by now it is around 70. give or 
take a few years, in most of the world'.s 
developed nations. 
Current scientific thinking is tending to 
fall in line with the Bible. This may well be 
about as far as we go. 
Dr. 
R alph 
Goldman, 
professor 
of 
medicine at UCLA, has noted in Geriatric 
Focus, for example, that cardiovascular 
disease accounts for roughly half of the 
deaths in the United States. Prevention or 
cure would add only four or five years to 
average life expectancy, it is estimated.

George Wash­ 
ington started out with nine executive agencies, 
employing a grand total of 1.000 federal workers.

small bureaucratic beginning,

federal government has spread and swollen into 
a crazy patchwork of nearly 2.000 agencies, each 
itself 
a conglomeration 
of 
bureaus,

divisions and committees. 
Out of sheer desperation. President Nixon has 
threatened "massive personnel cuts in every area of 
government 
This betrays a certain naivete, 
however, about the bureaucracy's powers of self- 
preservation. 
The Fuddle Factory constantly finds more, not 
less, fuddling to do. Lacking constructive work, the 
Fuddle Factory turns inward and produces for itself 
rather than for the people it is supposed to serve. 
Hence the bureaucratic dictum; expand or expire. 
The Bureau 
of Indian Affairs provides an 
example. On the Pine R idge R eservation in western 
South Dakota, the Oglala Sioux are recipients of 
$8.040 per household in bureaucratic services. About 
1.400 government officials work full-time on the 
reservation, and an additional 425 work part-time 
This doesn't include additional hundreds who work 
in district, area and regional offices. 
The Fuddle Facotry. then, could provide a live-in 
bureaucrat for every Oglala family 
Thus has fuddling become a fine art—from the 
most remote reservation to the fuddle capital of the 
free world in Washington.

General Koenig 
broke publicly with de Gaulle in 1967 because of de 
Gaulle’s anti-Israeli 
policies and is now the 
president of the France-lsrael Association 
The French arms embargo against Israel has 
meant—and still menas—that arms legitimately 
bought by Israel under legitimate commercial 
contracts, and fully paid for by Israel, are not 
delivered. This means breaches of legitimate 
commercial agreements by France. If a commercial 
company did this to any customer, it could be sued.

legitimately belonged to Israel even while they were 
held back by the French government in Cherbourg, 
Israel created a company registered in Panama. 
With Jewish humor, it named this company 
"Starboat ”—after the six-pointed Star of David on 
Israel’s flag. The only Norwegian connection of this 
company is Martin Siem. managing director of the 
Aker Shipbuilding Company in Oslo, who agreed to 
become its Norwegian representative, and to have 
his name used. 
In London, the official British Broadcasting 
Corporation which often slants its news broadcasts 
against Israel, stated in several news broadcasts that 
Israel had stolen the gunboats But the BBC had to 
apologize when it was informed that by describing 
Israel’s removal of its legitimate property as theft 
the BBC was in danger of costly libel actions from 
people who had helped Israel and were neither 
thieves nor accomplices of thieves 
After Israel had obtained the official dcKuments 
by which the five gunboats were legitimately 
allowed to leave Cherbourg, its big problem was 
getting these gunboats into the protective range of 
Israel's new American Phantom plans before they 
could be attacked at sea Christmas night was the 
best possible secret departure time. 
How carefully Israel prepared this coup is proved 
by the public admi.ssion of the editors of both 
French newspapers in the Cherbourg area that they 
had agreed to maintain the strictest seirecy about 
the gunboats departure—because they did not want

NKW YORK '.AL’ 
Most 
p eop le agree that p ersi.stent inf­ 
lation p roduces serious disloca­ 
tions in the economy of a nation, 
but most p eop le also tend to be­ 
liev e that the damage is almost 
solely in the financial area 
This isn t quite true The fi­ 
nancial dam age is most easily 
observ ed, esp ecially in its ef­ 
fects on those whose incomes do 
not keep p ace with rising p rices 
But sociologi.sts and others note 
a long list of other effet'ts 
.Among them 
—It threatens freedom When 
inflation reaches a dangerous 
rate, as many ec’onomists feel it 
has. there is generally a clamor 
for controls on wages, p rices 
and credit in order to stop the 
up ward sp iral 
During 19 69 there was a sur­ 
p rising rise in the num ber of 
businessmen 
who 
called 
for 
such controls The .Ni.x on adm in­ 
istration indicated that the ri.se 
was 
surp risingly 
strong, 
for 
business 
usually 
assumes 
a 
"hands off attitude 
.Now with inflation seeming to 
defy the best intentioned p lans 
of the administration and the 
Federal Reserv e, the attitude 
seems to p ersist and to p ick up 
adherents 
among 
influential 
economic authorities 
The imm ediate loss of a cer­ 
tain amount of freedom might 
be small al first 
But it s the 
p recedent that counts 
It tends to p roduce a chaos 
ot 
m arket 
v alues 
Reliable 
standards become obscured by 
constant 
shifting 
of 
p rices, 
wages, interest rates until it bc» - 
comes nearly imp ossible to rate 
t e p rice of any thing 
It tends to reduce the desire 
and ability to com p ete .A na­ 
tion's Poods become too ex p en­ 
siv e to sell abroad .And as for­ 
eign goods become more com- 
p etitiv !* within a nation, indus­ 
try and labor seek p rotection 
from gov ernment 
It leads to a deteriorization 
in quality . With comp etition for 
goods greater than the sup p ly , 
buy ers are forced to ov erlook 
quality Buy ers also tend to buy 
regardless ot quality ; they hav e 
the money to do so or feel they 
will hav e the money soon They 
might comp lain, but they do 
buy 
Quality deteriorates in anoth­ 
er way also 
With costs con­ 
stantly rising 
many manufac­ 
turers are temp ted to cut ex ­ 
p enses by reducing the quality 
of p arts and the num ber of m an­ 
ufacturing Step s 
The incentiv e lor workers to 
p erform to a v ery high standard 
offen IS underminded in the 
p rcH-ess 
Money is sip honed off for 
lux uries whih* social needs are 
Ignored The current scramble 
for money is leav ing many m u­ 
nicip alities without funds for 
needed imp rov ements Indiv idu­ 
als get wealthy ; their env iron­ 
m ent deteriorates. 


—Judgment becomes clouded 
With the ex p ectation that money 
will be av ailable tomorrow if it 
i.sn t today , families and busi­ 
nesses are tem p ted to sp end 
ov er their heads. The illusion 
ex ists that somehow the future 
will take care of ev ery thing, 
that the world owes the indiv i­ 
dual a liv ing 
—Ethics 
deteriorate. 
The 
tendency ex ists for sellers of 
p roducts and serv ices—and that 
includes both industry and labor 
—to charge ex trav agant p rices 
in hop e's that, in the general 
p ricing confusion, they can get 
away with it. 
Phony get-rich-quick schemes 
abound Cheap imitations flour­ 
ish Prom oters hav e a field day , 
not just with the little guy but 
ev en with big stock market in­ 
v estors cap able of dealing in the 
millions of dollars. 
In general, as one indiv idual 
selfishly fights another for a 
bigger share of the p ie. as one 
segment of society jealously d e 
mands m ore than the other, 
something hap p ens to the integ­ 
rity of a nation. .And it takes a 
long time to recov er it 


stop , were dem onstrated last 
wt'ek at Landing Zone Ross, a
